Astrolo^iy holds *1 prominent place in ihe life of every 
Indian No imporrane work is done or activity undertaken 
without first consulung the horoscope When such is the 
case It behoves on ever) thinking individual to maintain the 
digoity and punty of (he science by insisting on the neces 
sity ot a systematic study of the subject on rational and 
approved lines Such a study ts possiWo on)> n-lien standard 
books are published In (he present day, the subject is so mis 
handled and misused by lenorant and ill informed astrologers 
that each Tom, Dick and Harry calls himscH an astrologer and 
some of the credulous public fall an easy prey to the snares 
set up by such quacks The educated public will do well to 
study the general principles of the science so that if at all 
they wish to consult an astrologer, such knowledge might 
guide them to select the right aoct of person It is vyith a 
view to enabling theeducatedpuhlic tohave an insight into the 
general pnncipics of astrology that (his translation is presented 
Uhavarthn Rnluakarn ts a short treatise on astrology, com- 
posed by the great Ramanuja and the way the different 
principies are presented by the author mil not fail to makea 
powerful impressioQ on the minds of (be readers. 



I have not simply gnen the translation leaving the 
readers to seek their own explanations of difficult principles 
and combinations.

INTRODUCTION 

B HAVARTHA RATNAKARil js -x treatise on astrology 
said to have been written by Sri Ramanujachsrja and it 
deals with the subject in a masterly way The Iransla 
tion notes andexamptes 1 havegiven m these pages will speak 
for themselves Several books have been ivritteu by meon 
afeirology — some of them compihtions and some of them pro 
ducts of myresearchesiR thefieldofpracticalastrology I have 
always felt that the real astrological truths lay hidden la the 
Sanskrit language and the only nay to bT)nB them to the 
notice of the general public is to render them into English and 
explain the principles to the best of my humble ability and 
experience My grand father late Tiof D ^iirjanarain Rao 
has done mto English some of the most important works such 
as Bnitat Jafhaka, S0ru0rt/iit Ctiin/amain Jatntiin Sutras 
etc , and his translations have been immensely liked by the 
educated public not only for the clarity with which difficult 
Sanskrit terms have been put mto plain English but also for 
the vast practical experience he has brought to bear upon the 
inimitable notes he has given There are a number ol books 
extant in Sanskrit on astrology and 1 pitched my attention on 
this particular hook becance I found that the several combi 
nations mentioned m it are not only useful and workable in 
actual practice but the entire subject of astrolfijty has been 
dealt with systematically and yet concisely I had decided to 
bring out a translation of this book three years ago but I had 
to put otriiie necision as fwantta’tts rifscfrtff various principi’es 
rather exhaustively by applying them to practical horoscopes 
before I could bring them to the notice of the public 



The difhcullies of a translator are indeed many. Prof. 
Kao's introduction to Sanatha CliititJiamatii aillmaXe clear 
the pitfalls in the ^ay of atninshtor Tirstlj he should be 
well \ersed in the subject he 'aishes to interpret Secondly 
he should possess a {rood hncm ledge of the language iclo Tvbich 
he intends the transl-ition to be mrde Thirdly in a subject like 
astrologj, mere scholarship and linguistic ability alone are not 
sufficient to make one a successful translator He should 
possess vast practical c'cpenencc ^hicb would enable him to 
appreciate how far a given combination can be made use of 
to suit different catnilies Fourthly the flexibility of the 
SflHifcri/ language has been a great stumbling block m the 
■way of rightly understanding the lechmcal terms Tale the 
following verie and see whether the head or the tail ol it can 
he made even by an expert m Sanskrit language unle's he 
Inovvs the ke>

fact that the spirit of the author should be conveyed to the 
readers rather than a verbaitm rendering^ or word to vord 
translation Some scholars seem to believe that they rvillhavc 
rendered a great service to astrology if they publish literal 
translations of the original Sanshrit wotlcs They would even 
translate the name of the author such as for instance Kesava 
■Daivagna as Kesava the astrologer, ignoring the fact that the 
words Daivagna, Sastn, etc . ate used as suffixes after the 
name 

I ahall now say something about the work under const 
deration and its author. The book is divided into 14 T«t 
rangas or Chapters The total number of stanzas is 384, the 
first chapter being the largest containing 130 stanzas and the 
5th Chapter being the smallest containing only 8 stanzas 
Almost all Sanskrit hooks deal with the esseufiali of astrology 
in’the first chapter while this author has consigned the element 
ary principles to the last one Thn First Chapter begins with 
a delineation of the favourable and unfavourable dispositions 
of planets for persons bom m different l^gnas The author 
has made some departures at certain places from the cannons 
of Parasaci-meamngthe prmciplesofastrology as current now 
For instance while dealing with Vnshaba Lagna he says that 
Saturn is not a yoKakataka for Taurus in spite of the fact that 
he owns the 9th and lOtb houses I have tried to explain 
such departures in the notes to the appropriate stanzas The 
Second Chapter deals with Dhnna yvgas (combinations for 
wealth), Nirdhana yogas (combioalions for poverty), V^dya 
(education) and Bhuktht (tastes) contains 33 stanzas 
Chapter Three deals v/tth brothers, (BhratliruJ m the course 
of 10 stanzas while the rourth Chapter gives a fairly exhaus 
ti\e treatment of Vahatta bhagya yoga (combinations for 
possessing conveyances and general fortune) Incidentally, 
two stanzas dispose olT the fifth house The sixth house com 
prehending enemies and diseases ('5<rfrMrog<r) is discussed in 
the Fifth Chapter in the course of 8 stanzas while the 7th 
house forms the -,iib]ect matter of the 13 stanzas composing 
the Sixth Chapter Healthand longevity (Ayiirarogy a] is dis 
posed ofT in the course of 13 stanza* in the Seventh Chapter 
while the ninth house indications going under the general 
term of Fonunaic Combinations (Bfcffe>a>oga)are dealt with 



in the Eighth Chapter. The Ninth Chapter contains 29 
stanz-is and deals with Raja ioga zni Pnnya yoga The 
Tenth Chapter, devoted to Naraka or death, gives a number 
of important combinations which enable one to predict the 
periods and sub periods under which one's death is Iilcely to 
happen The Eleventh Chapter gives information about the 
results of Dasa [Mahadasaphala) The principles adum 
brited here are no doubt consistent with the general cannons 
of Parasari system, but certain combinations appear to be 
apparently contradictory and not explainable according 
to the general rules of Dasa interpretation I have found 
such combinations workable in the majority of cases m 
actual practice To give an illustration. Stanza 26 of 
the Eleventh Chapter suggests that one becomes timid in the 
course of Rahii Dasa if Mercurj is in the 3rd house ^Vh'lt 
Rahu has to do with Mercury in such a combination I cannot 
say The third is the house of courage and Mercury being 
an impotent planet, his situation m the third indicates want 
of courage But why during the Dasa of Rahu, the subject 
should loose courage when Mercury is m the third is rot 
understandable You will however find that even the most 
courageous person becomes somewhat timid in the bhukthi of 
Mercury during Rahu Dasa This, of course is my own 
observation The Twelfth Chapter deals with "Ordinary 
Combinations” (Grahasamanyayega) and gives combinations 
which would add vitality to the various bbavas and which 
would render the bhavas weak The Thirteenth Chapter deals 
with Mahka yoga or combinations which would be formed by 
the disposition of planets in the fashion of a garland or wreath 
commencing from the Lagna and different houses The last 
or Fourteenth Chapter gives the elements of istrology such 
as pWary ownerships, ewlutions, friendships, enmities 

T fi u has surve>ed 

the entire field of Phalabhaga or predictive astroloiry in a 
cornprehensive and yet concise manner, his treatment of 
certain bhavas such as the fifth house being rather meagre 

As regards the author, his parentage and his olace. 
the only evidences available are the two stanzas follo^ig the 
invocation at the beginning of the book and the concfu^ding 
part of each chapter from which we ^ther the in7orma1m5 



(it2t he IS the son of Srec Ctiasyam Jagannatharya (who is 
highly learned in astroloj^y, a gem among scholars and well 
versed in Agamas) residing m the Mabakshetra of Mangaladri 
and belonging to the Bbaradvaia gotra The name of the 
author is given at the end of each chapter as Sree Rama 
nujachatya, who I am mclmecl to think is none other than the 
great Visisiittadaaita philosopher. It is a fashion with many 
of the oriental scholars — both Indian and 1-uropean— I d laugh 
at the suggestion that astrological works were also composed 
by poets like Kalidasa and Acharyas like Sankara and Rama 
nu;a Kalidasa the great poet and dramatist has written the 
fimous Jyoliritdabharana and Ultarakalatiirita , 
masterpieces on the astrological science, m addition to the 
achievements in the field of drama In Jyottrudabharafui 
he has given a description of the fleet of Vikramaditya the 
Great t^ose contemporary he was and which fact has been 
made clear by the fallowing stanza (Vtde Joytirvidabharana)

the introduction he has gnen to Varahamihira s Briliat 
Samhiftt, denies the fact of Kalidasa anti ^ ikramaditya 
having been contemparnries and intro luces a f eudo Kahda'^ 
whenever facts do not ht into bis pet theories and prejudices 
Of course for him the usual luthonties are Wilson, Weber & 
Co , and not the great Indian scholars of the orthodox 
type who alone are competent to speak on such subjects 
bearing on Indian History, Philosophy and Sciences The 
great Adwaila philosopher Sankamcharya has no doubt pro 
duced the most valuable treatises by wa> of commentaries 
on Vedas and (Jpanishads, but lie has also written books 
on astrology and__astroiioiny For instance the famous 
astronomical work Kacharaiiart^na" is said to ha\e been 
wTitten by the great Sankaracharja \\ lien we have in our 
own times people who can claim proficiency m more than one 
subject It IS no wonder that master mmds hie Kalidasa 



Sanlvara, Ramanuja and Vaiahamihira who were versatile 
geniuses could write with authority on more than one subject 
Thus \t -Will be seen that when the authorship oJ “ Bhawttha 
Rathnakara” is attributed!! to Sree Ramanujacharja, as is 
evident from the closing part of each chapter, it is no wonder 
that the said Ramanujacharya could be none other than the 
great Visishtadwaita philosopher Prejudices play a great 
part in suppressing truth and especially, when one has to deal 
with a subject like astrology, one’s prejudices (unless one is 
really broadminded and cares for nothing but truth) will have 
a free vent 

Until the contrary is proved there is no harm in accept 
mg the fact brought out in each chapter that “Bhavartha 
Ratnakara is written by the great Ramanujacharya 

I have tried to be as simple and clear as possible both 
in my translation, and explanation and I am sure readers will 
like the translation, especially because I have iried to incorpo 
late into the notes the experience, humble as it may be I 
have gathered both in my study and practice during the last i 
sixteen years of my labours m this field 

I have only one request to make before my readers and 
that is if you find any mistakes or omissions in my trans 
lation and notes and if you have any reasonable and con 
structive criticisms to offer bring them to my notice and I 
shill rectify them in the next edition 

I shall feel myself rewarded if readers find the book 
interesting and instiuctive

The author’s treatment of the subject is quite com 
prehensi\e, interesting and unique The first four st-inzas 
mahe clear the following points in respect of persons bom 
m Mesha lagna 

1 Raja yoga is caused by the mere combination of the 
lords of the 4th and 5tb, oic , the Moon and the Sun 

The nature of the Raja yoga, the extent of its influence 
and other similar details are not eliborated by the author so 
that much shill and experience are necessary on the part of 
the reader who wishes to apply the principles to actual 
horoscopes 

2 Venus lord of the 2nd and 7th becomes a Maraks 

Parasara says that because \ enus happens to be lord of 

the 2nd and 7th he cannot himself become capable of 
inflicting death but cm become a Maraka only when he is la 
conjunction with other Warakas such as Mercury and Saturn 
as Keraleeyaalso gives expression to Parasara s \ lew u hen 
it observes thus SukTas$akshatnl<lllal^thasiadlth^keraI^ 
tDruayn meaning that Sukra by himself cannot become a 
Maraka In my humble experience I have been able t cornea 
across a number of cases m which persons born inoMesh 
hgna have died in the course of Sukra Dasa 

3 Jupiter, lord of the 9th and 12th can become a 
Maraka if he occupies the 10th house 

It IS not clear as to why the author inclines to the view 
that Jupiter can become a Maraka only when he is in the 
10th house Probably the author feels that because Jupiter 
becomes neecha (debilitated) in the lOth from klesha he loses 
all benefic influences Parasara on the other hand saj s that 
the Sun and Jupiter are benefics for Me^ha lagna Keraleeya 
says that Mercury and Saturn become Marakas for Mesha 
jagna Tt will be seen that an examination of a number of 
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horoscopes repeals that Mercury is the determiratt of death 
as he IS lord of the 3rd and 6th 

In C/iflff IVo 7 death 
ocaitred m the 20th year 
of the native, m the sub 
period of Saturn in the 
major period of Mercury 
Mercury s power to kill has 
been fortiBcd by his con 
junction with Venus 

4 The mere combination

Stanza 8 For one born in Mesha lagna 
Kuja no doubt becomes a Maraka if he is in 
conjunction with Venus, but still he will be 
capable of causing Yoga also 

Stanza 9 For a person born in Mesha 
lagna Kuja will certainly become a } oga Karaka 
(conferer of fame) if he occupies the 2nd house 
with Jupiter and Venus 

Staiiza 10 For one born in Mesha lagna» 
Kuja does not produce any Yoga if ne occupies 
the 3rd house with Jupiter and Venus 

Stanza 11 Kuja will surely become a 
Yogakaraka for one who takes his birth in Mesha 
lagna, if he is in the 4th house combined with 
Jupiter 

Stanza 12 For a peison born in Mesha 
lagna, Kuja in the >th house surely causes yoga 

in the course of his own dasa

In tlie above 8 slobas the author explains the various 
combinations which rentier Mars the lord of lagna {</) capable 
of inflicting death and (6) capable of conferring yoga or 
fame Summarising the above we find that • 

1. Death occurs in the Mars Dasa by diseases pertaining 
to the head if Mars is associated svith 6th and Sth lords. 
It IS not cleat as to what the author means when he refers to 
Mars being m association with Sth lord “Shasiitama- 
SHTAMAN^TJIEM YUTIJO BlIUMl SUTHO YaDI " Mars IS 
himself the Sth lord for Mesha lagna. Consequently the 6th 
slof^a should be taken to mean that when Mars conjoins the 
6th lord, death will be caused m his Dasa This combination 
IS perfectly understandable because, Mars though Lagnadi* 
pxthi can become a MaraKs when be is in conjunction ivith 
the 6th lord (Mercury) who is also the lord of the 3rd. 

2 Stanza 8 sajs that Kuja becomes a Maraka, if he is 
in conjunction with Venus But this does not prevent Kuja 
from conferring Yoga also Chart No 2 given above reieals 
that Budha did not only give rise to good results during his 
bhukthi, but inflicted death also Similarly, as Lagnadipathi, 
Kuja can confer beneficial results xvhile as lord of 6th in 
conjunction with lord of the 7th he can cause death also. 
The way the larious principles are enumerated clearly 
reveals the author s profound knowledge of the various 
technicalities of the astrological science. 

3. Stanza 9 says that Kuja can become Yogakaraka if 
he is in the 2nd with Jupiter and Venus, i\hile the 10th sJoka 
says that the above yoga gets cancelled if the combination 

occurs m the 3rd house. Venus is lord of the 2nJ while 
Jupiter IS lord of the Olh Mars is lord of lagna. This 
combination of the lords of lagna, 2nd and 9th is Certainly 

indicative of immense wealth and therefore Kuja becomes a 

Yogakaraka. When this combination occurs m the 3rd 
house the potency is lost. 

4. When Kuja is m the 4th (Cancer) with Jupiter the 

former becomes quite capaWe oi confetrtng Yoga. 
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When Kuja is m the 4tb for a person born m Mesha, the 
planet becomes debilitated If Jupiter is in Cancer, where 
he will be exalted, the Neecha effect of Kuja is cancelled 
with the result, Lagnadipathi is subject to a distinct 
Neechabhanga Raja Yc^a 

In all these cases Kuja seems to confer more of fame 
than of material possession or wealth Humble as my 
experience has been, I have always found Kuja making the 
native /rtiiions rather than rich 

5 According to stanza 12 Kuja confers fame in his 
Dasa if he is in the 5th 

The fifth IS LeoorSimha — afnendlj sign Lagnadhipathi 
in the 5th is alwaj s held to be ga>d, though Parafeara and 
Lomasa say that the native will not hate much happiness 
from children and that the first child does not live

Kuja may become a Yogakaraka but may render the 
native unhappy m respect of children 

6 Stanza 7 reteals that only m regard to Mesha lagna 
lord of 2nd in the 12tb is good For other lagnas such a 
disposition of the 2nd lord renders him evil 

This IS an importaut principle worth noting and its 
rationale is perfectly understandable Lord of the 2nd from 
Mesha is Sukra, when be IS in the I2th or Meena. he gets 
exalted and thereby the 2nd lord becomes strong 

Stanza 13. For a person born m Mesha. 
Guru, in the 1 1th house cannot give rise to any 
yoga during his dasa 

Stanza 14 For one born in Mesha, Budha 
and Kuja m the 6th will give rise to wounds, skin 
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eruptions, small pox and the like during their 
Dasas. 

Stanza 15. A Person born in Mesha lagna 
will possess self-earned fortune and some wealth 
also, if Mars and Venus are in the 7th house. 

Stanza 16. For one born in Mesha lagna 
Mars in the 8lh house does not produce yoga, 
he will however confer some fame if he is in 
conjunction with the Sun and Venus 

Stanza 17- For a person born in Mesha 
lagna if the Sun and Mars are in the 9th as also 
Jupiter and Venus, and Saturn is in the 7th, 
then Mars products special yoga. 

Stanza IS For a person born in Mesha lagna, 
Venus becomes capable of giving rise to yoga 
provided he is in lagna with the Sun unaspected 
by Jupiter 

Stanza 19. Venus aspecled by Jupiter will 
not certainly confer any Yoga But the bun 
aspcctcd by Jupiter becomes a yogakaraka. 

Stanza 20. For a person born in Mesha 
lagna, if the Sun, Mercury and Venus are in the 
llth, they will give rise to fortune during their 
respective dasas. 

SfanzaZI. For a person born in Mesha, Raj'a 
yoga is caused if the Sun or Moon is in Cancer. 

Stanza 22. A person born in Mesha lagna 
will have dips in the Ganges in the dasas of Venus, 
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Jupiter ind the Sun if the said planets are in the 
lOth. 


NOTEb. 

The above stanzas are simple enough and do not call for 
any elaborate explanations However vv e may summarise the 
various principles enunciated therein so that the reader may 
understand them clearly 

(l) Jupiter does not produce any yoga in his dasa 
(2) Mars and Mercury give rise to wounds, skin eruptions, cuts 
and the like in their dasis (3) Mars cannot produce any yoga 
by himseif when he is in the 8th in his own house, but can 
confer slight fame if he is with the Sun and Venus (4) The 
situation of Venus and Mars m the 7th 35 favourable for self 
acriiiisition of fortune and wealth (5) Mars causes special 
yoga when the Sun and Mars and Jupiter and Venus 
are in Dlianas and Satuin is m the 7th (6) Venus confers 
some fame if lie is in Ugna with the Sun unaspected by 
Jupiter while the Sun confers fame when he receives Jupiter’s 
aspect (S) The dasa of the 
Sun, Mercury and Venus will 
prove beneficial if the said 
planets are in the 11th and 
fioally (9J The Sun or the 
Moon in Cancer is beneficial 
as causing a Raja yogn 


In Chari .Vo S the 
Moon is in the 4th causing 
a Rajayoga Venus is m 
lagna and is unaspected by 
Jupiter The native has risen 
from humble beginnings to 
n fairly responsible position,

The ereat Pvasara observes thus 'Rajaiog^KARAh 
Saksiivdeka \e\a Kaveu Sutua roeaaing that Saturn 
IS the only planet capable of producing Rajajoga for 
Vrislnhha Kgna In the face of this assertion by no 
less a personage tinn Pansan the author of the work 
observes that Saturn even though lord of the 9th and 
10th does not produce yoga When two great authors 
express two difierent views Me have to stick to the opinions 
Of the greater of the two, or rely upon our own experience 
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Parasara IS undoubtedly the greatest because he is not only 
a Maharshi but what he says is held to be beyond question. 
Our author in condemning Saturn as incapable of giving good 
results might have had in view reasons justifiable in their 
own way and he might not certainly have meant any disres- 
pect for Parasara. When stanza I is clear no other meaning 
can be read into it than what it implies. Probably the 
author felt that Sam, though he may produce Rajayoga by 
owning the 9th and lOlh bouses, might render the native 
unable to achieve in full measure the fruits of such yoga 
because Sam is by intrinsic nature a malefic. Prof. B. Surya- 
narayan Rao’s words are still ringing fresh in my mind when 
he said to me that Sam would doubtless produce Rajayoga but 
he would not enable the person to consolidate his gams — 
political and material Again much depends upon how 
Saturn ts situated in the horoscope If he is m the lO^h 
It IS a good position. If he is m the 2nd it yields destructive 
infiuesces. The native earns money, fame and reputation 
but an outlet for the exit of all these will be present in some 
form er other 

In stanza 3, Chandra is said to be capable of causing 
yoga if be occupies the fourth house But according to 
Parasara, the Moon is evil for Vrishabha lagna If the Moon is 
aspected by Jupiter a yoga is said to result. 

Combinations enunciated in stanzas 5 and 6 seem to be 
sound and reasonable Dhanayoga is caused by the conjunc- 
tion of Jupiter and Mercury (lord of 2) and this Dhana- 
yoga becomes defunct if Mars also joins the combination. 
Mars IS lord of 12 (house of loss) and naturally wealth 
indicated will be removed by tbe I2th lord

philosophic disposition Venus and Mercury represent Raja

The span of human life 
can be brought under four important divisions, vis, Bala 
nshfB or infant mortakty (death before 8 years), AI/>trju or 
short life (death between 8 and 32 years), Mcidhyayu or middle 
life (death between 33 and 75) and Purttayu or full (life from 
75 to 120).
